NSERC funds physicists’ computer

The Physics Department has a new, multiple-user com¬ 
puter, thanks to a huge grant from the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council (NSERC). 

An NSERC grant of $180,000, plus additional fund¬ 
ing from UVic, has enabled the department to replace an 
old computer which could handle three people at the 
same time to the new VAX 11/750 computer which can 
converse with 24 people simultaneously, with the poten¬ 
tial to add 16 users. 

The new computer has 500 times more memory capac¬ 
ity than the one it is replacing. 

The NSERC grant is unusual for two reasons, says 
Dr. Monty Clements, chairman of the Physics Depart¬ 
ment’s computing committee. 

The first is the size of the grant. The second is that the 
grant is to the entire contingent of faculty in Physics. 


Clements says this may be the first time NSERC has 
given such a large grant to all faculty members of a 
department. The fact that all members sponsored the 
application for funds points to the concerns they had 
about the need for a new computer, he points out. 

The new computer is made by Digital Equipment. For 
both Clements and Ken Lee (Physics) who is responsible 
for the actual day-to-day operation of the computer, its 
most valuable feature is compatibility with similar VAX 
computers on campus, at the TRIUMF facility, and at 
the Dominion Astrophysical Observatory. 

“Numerous people in our department are involved in 
these organizations and will now be able to use pro¬ 
grams and data from these locations on the computer 
here,” says Clements. 

A comparison of the old and new computers shows the 
changes that have occurred in the computing field in the 
past few years. 

For instance, one of the characteristics that deter¬ 


mine the usefulness of a computer is its memory. The old 
computer was able to store about 250,000 bytes of infor¬ 
mation. (A byte could be considered to be like a post box 
or address.) The new computer has an internal memory 
in the central processing unit and an external memory 
on disks. The combined memory is 129 million bytes. 
Thus, the new computer is able to physically store 
“mail” in 129 million locations and recall any individual 
location on demand. 

A second important consideration for a location such 
as the Physics Department is the number of people who 
can use the computer at the same time. “The old system 
restricted the number of users and led to considerable 
inconvenience and delay,” says Lee. 

In spite of the tremendous differences in memory and 
ability to interact with users, the old and new computer 
are approximately the same size. “New generation of 
computers are getting smaller and smaller for a given 
computer power,” says Clements. 

Clements emphasizes that the new computer is not 
meant to compete with the Computing Centre. 

“Our computer is mostly for data acquisition and 
manipulation. Most of the analysis will still be done on 
the main computer. However, we want to be able to han¬ 
dle on-site jobs that are difficult to get done on the main 
site because of slow data transmission.” 

Dr. Sam Wong and Bob Tapp from the university’s 
Academic Systems office served as consultants to the 
department during the purchase and installation of the 
computer. 

The VAX 11/750 is a minicomputer which places it 
somewhere between an Apple and a main frame compu¬ 
ter such as the IBM in the Computing Centre. One of the 
critical differences is the memory potential. 

“An Apple could not be used here instead of the VAX 
because the size of its memory would severely limit the 
type of programs that could be run,” states Lee. “Some of 
the scientists need 1 million bytes to run their programs. 
The Apple doesn’t come anywhere near that.” 

There are still a few parts to arrive but Lee was expect¬ 
ing them this week. “We hope that on Feb. 15 all the user 
accounts will be set up and people can start using it.” 

Lee has added a little surprise for users but didn’t 
want to spoil the fun by announcing what it is. He des¬ 
cribes it as something to lighten the day, however. 

For those who like technical details, the VAX 11/750 
“is a multiuser, multiprogramming computer system 
with 32-bit architecture, paging memory management, 
and a virtual memory operating system that provides 
large applications performance and the essentially 
unlimited program address space of more than 4 billion 
locations that the computer can recognize.” 


Nominations open in campus elections 


Nominations open Feb. 17 in five campus 
elections for seats on the Senate and Board 
of Governors (BOG). 

To be elected are 11 students to Senate, 
two students to the Board of Governors, 
"one professional librarian to Senate and 
seven faculty members to Senate. 

Nominations in all elections close at 
4:30 p.m., March 3. 

Ballots in the faculty and librarians’ 
election will be sent out March 10 by Regis : 
trar Ron Ferry, to be returned by noon, 
March 31, when votes will be counted. 

Ballots in the student elections will be 
sent out March 17, to be returned to Ferry’s 
office by noon, March 31. 

Eligible to run and vote in the librar¬ 
ians’ election to Senate are professional 
librarians employed by UVic on a full-time 
basis. The person elected will serve a three- 
year term beginning July 1. June Thomson 


(Library) is finishing a three-year term. 

All students who are members of the 
Alma Mater Society or the Graduate Stu¬ 
dents’ Society are eligible to make nomina¬ 
tions and vote in the student elections to fill 
11 seats on Senate and two seats on the 
BOG. 

Students eligible to stand in these elec¬ 
tions must be full-time students. A full-time 
undergraduate student is defined as a stu¬ 
dent who is registered in good standing in 
an undergraduate faculty in the current 
Winter Session at UVic and is either 
enrolled in at least 12 units of Winter Ses¬ 
sion courses or will complete at least 15 
units of courses at UVic between May 1, 
1981 and April 30, 1982. 

A full-time graduate student is one who 
is registered in good standing as a full-time 
student in a program leading to a Master’s 
or Ph.D. degree. 


Among those not eligible to stand are 
members of the public service in the provin¬ 
cial Ministry of Education or a person who 
normally resides outside B.C. 

Nomination papers in the student elec 
tions must be signed by no fewer than three 
persons who are eligible to vote in the elec¬ 
tion. Nomination forms are available at 
Ferry’s office in the Sedgewick Building. 

Students elected to the Senate and BOG 
will take office May 1 for one year and are 
eligible to retain their seats only if they 
maintain their full-time student status dur¬ 
ing their term of office. 

There are two elections to the Senate for 
faculty members. 

In the Faculty of Education, there is a 
by-election for a two-year term on Senate. 
Dr. D.R. Stronck (Education) begins a one- 
year study leave July 1 and is resigning his 
Senate seat. Only faculty members in Edu¬ 


cation are eligible to vote«m ttHS election. 

There is another election for faculty 
members at large to elect four Senators for 
three-year terms and two Senators for one- 
year terms, beginning July 1. 

The terms of senators-at-large Dr. John 
Climenhaga (Physics), Dr. C.D. Doyle 
(English), Dr. G.B. Friedmann (Physics) 
and Dr. D. J. Kergin, director of the School 
of Nursing, expire June 30. 

The four persons receiving the highest 
number of votes in the election of faculty 
members at large will serve for three years 
while the persons finishing fifth and sixth 
in the election will serve one-year terms. 
They will finish the terms of Dr. M.J. 
Ashwood-Smith (Biology) and Dr. Brian 
Wharf, director of the School of Social 
Work, who begin study leave July 1.

Professor James Ellis, 30 a 
member of the UVic Faculty 01 Law 
since 1977, died at Jordan River 
Feb. 3. Cause of death was 
drowning. 

* “I am deeply shocked by his 
death, and wish to extend my sin- 
cerest sympathy to all of Jim's fam¬ 
ily and friends,'’ said Prof. Lyman 
Robinson, Dean of Law. 

“He was one of the architects of 
the present UVic law curriculum, 
particularly the term program in 
solicitor’s practice. He was instru¬ 
mental in getting it off the ground 
in the first two or three years. The 
program has been adopted in sev¬ 
eral other law faculties and has 
been adapted within the UVic law 
curriculum for other courses." 

Ellis was a member of the Law 
Society of British Columbia, the 
Canadian Tax Foundation, and the 
Tax Section of the Canadian Bar 
Association. 

Funeral services were held Feb. 
8, and a tribute was held in the Beg- 
bie Building Feb. 9, attended by 
friends, colleagues, faculty, alumni 
and members of the law profession. 

Ellis is survived by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J.R. Ellis, a sister, Eli¬ 
zabeth, and a brother, Thomas.

Historians 
hit the beach

About 50 faculty members and students 
from the UVic and SFU History depart¬ 
ments will combine learning and leisure 
during their annual seminar weekend at 
the end of February. 

This year the seminar, the eighth of its 
kind, will be held Feb. 26 and 27 at the 
Qualicum College Inn, Qualicum, B.C. It is 
being organized by Dr. Ian MacPherson 
(History) and Dr. Roger Ingram-EIlis of 
SFU. 

“The idea is to remove the faculty and 
students to a new and informal environ¬ 
ment," says MacPherson. “This allows 
them to relax, socialize over meals and at 
breaks in the program, and enjoy them¬ 
selves while at the same time gaining expo¬ 
sure to current research in all areas of 
history." 

The topics for this year’s seminar range 
from Asian and British history to Prairie, 
British Columbian and military history. 
Most of the papers are the results of current 
original research by faculty and students 
of the departments. Of the 13 papers being 
presented this year, six are by students 
(three from each University), four are by 
faculty (two from each university), and 
three are from Royal Roads College and 
UVic’s Ektensibn Division. 

The conference grew from departmental 
links between the two universities and 
from a desire for an opportunity for faculty 
and students to share their research infor¬ 
mally, says MacPherson. 

Qualicum was chosen for its setting and 
because the Qualicum College has “a good 
pool and a good pub." 


An exciting program of music for dance 
will be performed by the University of Vic¬ 
toria Orchestra in a free concert tonight at 
8 p.m. 

To be performed are The Nutcracker 
Suite, by Tchaikovsky; The Emperor 
Waltz, by Johann Strauss; The Firebird 
Suite, by Stravinsky; and Aufforderung 
zum Tanz, Op. 65 (Invitation to the Dance), 
by Weber. 

The ballet, The Nutcracker was first per¬ 
formed in 1892 and is based on E.T.A. Hof¬ 
fman’s fairy tale, “The Nutcracker and the 
Mouse King." The orchestral suite is made 
up of the best parts drawn from the famous 
ballet’s score, and is always heard with the 
same number of excerpts in a standard 
sequence. It begins with “Miniature Over¬ 
ture", followed by “March", “Dance of the 
Sugar-Plum Fairy", the rhythmically 
exciting “Trepak", the exotic “Arab 
Dance", “Chinese Dance", and “Dance of 
the Flutes". The work concludes with the 


“Waltz of the Flowers". 

Stravinsky’s ballet, The Firebird (TOi- 
seau de Feu) was first performed in Paris in 
1910. It is based on a story taken from the 
Russian legend in which Ivan Czarevitch 
captures the fabulous Firebird. After 
releasing her, she rewards him with an 
enchanted feather. 

Stravinsky arranged three suites from 
the score. To be performed Friday evening 
is the second version, considered by many 
to be the finest. 

Conductor of the Orchestra is Prof. 
George Corwin, who also conducts the Uni¬ 
versity Chorus and the University of Victo¬ 
ria Little Orchestra. Before joining the 
faculty of the UVic School of Music in 1969, 
he taught at the Eastman School of Music 
and at Ball State University. He is in 
demand as a guest conductor, performs fre¬ 
quently on the CBC, and has recordings on 
the Gold Crest Label.

Bryn Mawr College and the Higher Edu¬ 
cation Resources Services are sponsoring a 
Summer Institute for Women in Higher 
Education, July 6 to 30 at the Bryn Mawr 
campus in Pennsylvania.

Three members of Senate who have been 
granted study leave beginning July 1 this year, 
have resigned from Senate seats.

The Simon Fraser University Faculty Associa¬ 
tion executive is “insisting thatthe (SFU) Board 
of Governors not authorize new positions, 
either academic or administrative, until the uni¬ 
versity is adequately funded to maintain the 
present academic positions.” The association 
executive also states: “We are particularly con¬ 
cerned with the recommended non-renewal of 
five Faculty Association members, all lecturers 
in the Department of English.” SFU Faculty 
Association president Gene Bridwell says '’it 
wouldn’t take much for government to relieve 
the university’s situation as I can’t believe the 
government is in such dire financial straits.” 
Bridwell also says that any financing arrange¬ 
ment would be better than going through the 
current “annual budget twitch” in which univer¬ 
sities live in either hope or fear of what funds 
will be allocated. SFU projects a $1.5 million 
-recurring budget deficit over the next year.

Women account for more than a third of those 
receiving bachelor’s degrees in science and 
engineering in the United States. At the masters 
level the figure is 23.7 per cent and at the Ph.D. 
level its 22.6 per cent. However, women still lag 
behind men scientists and engineers in their 
salaries, and are far ahead of men in unemploy¬ 
ment rates.

The Social Sciences and Humanities Council 
(SSHRC) will get.$11 million in new funding 
says federal Communication minister Francis 
Fox. In 1981-82 SSHRC will receive an addi¬ 
tional $1 million and then another $5 million in 
each of the next two fiscal years. The alloca¬ 
tions will all be made in 1981 dollars. SSHRC 
expenditures totalled $41.7 million in 1980-81. 
The total grants budget, indexed for inflation, 
will stand at $56.7 million in 1982-83. 


Secretary of State Gerald Regan feels that 
some people have the mistaken notion that too 
many students are taking degrees in arts or the 
humanities. In a speech at St. Mary’s University 
in Halifax Feb. 8, Regan said it must be recog¬ 
nized that “only 7.5 per cent of the population 
between the ages of 18 and 24 are pursuing arts 
or the humanities. If we want an advanced, civ¬ 
ilized country, that does not seem like too great 
a percentage. Regan also commented on a 
recent story in the Toronto Globe and Mall that 
indicated that half of university graduates in 
parts of the country are taking jobs unrelated to 
their training. “What the story didn’t say is that 
those people would be better able to perform 
those jobs as a consequence of that education, 
that their lives would be enriched and their 
awareness and enjoyment of life increased. Nor 
did it say that all statistics indicate that their 
upward mobility after undertaking their initial 
job is greater than it would have been other¬ 
wise.” Regan also took a swipe at provincial 
governments in his speech, claiming they had 
been cheating the system and post-secondary 
education. According to Regan, provincial 
governments “have diverted funds intended for 
post-secondary education for other purposes. 
Some have lumped them together with their 
own monies to fuzz the situation and allow their 
own contributions to lessen year by year.” 
Regan said the federal government signed a 
five-year block funding agreement with the 
provinces in 1977, “with no string attached to 
that money. This has not worked out well.” 


The Canadian Association of University 
Teachers (CAUT) has called for the destruction 
of a large number of the million security files on 
Canadians. CAUT which represents 25,000 uni¬ 
versity professors and professional librarians, 
in a recent response to the McDonald Commis¬ 
sion’s report on the RCMP, urged the federal 
government to review security files and destroy 
those on individuals who are not threats to the 
security of Canada. CAUT says that Canada’s 
Security Service has a long-established pro¬ 
gram of collecting information on homosexu¬ 
als, Canadians who have travelled to Soviet 
bloc countries, attended East bloc diplomatic 
functions or who subscribe to Communist 
newspapers, as well as those suspected by the 
RCMP of subversion or potential subversion. 
“This information can be used against the indi¬ 
vidual, without a chance of rebuttal, when he or 
she applies for government service or has any 
other significant dealings with the federal 
government,” says the CAUT in a news release. 
“These files should be destroyed unless there is 
a reasonable suspicion of an actual and partic¬ 
ular security offence.” 
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
